UNION LABOR VS WORLD'S FAIR 


Central Trades and Labor Usgion De- 
clares Management Opposes Its 
Cause—Recommends With- 
drawal of Support. 


At a meeting of the Central Trades and 
Labor Union in Walhalla hall, Sunday af- 
ternoon, resolutions were adopted declar- 
ing that, “inasmuch as the World’s Fair 
directors of the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position Company refuse to recognize or- 
ganized labor, therefore we declare them 


unfair and recommend that all labor 
unions, their members and friends of- or- 
anized labor withhold payment of any 
urt assessments on stock of said com- 
pany until such time as they recognize 
union babor.’’’ 

The resolutions set forth that repeated 
efforts of organized labor to obtain an ex- 
pression of friendliness to its cause from 
the World’s Fair management had been 
failures; that the work of building fences 
and feeding men upon the grounds had 
been let to persons known to be enemies 
of union labor, and that most of the print- 
ing contracts let by the management had 
been given to notoriously non-union wrint- 
ers, whose employment of cheap and un- 
paid labor enabled them to underbid union 
printers.

WOMAN’S PLEA OF NOT GUILTY 


ENTERED BY ATTORNEY. 
A Friend of the Family Pictures a Fa- 


miliar Scene in the Savannah 
Home Since the Killing 
of Richardson. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PLATTSBURG, Mo., Jan. 138.—The pre- 
liminary steps to the trial of Mrs. Addie 
Richardson, indicted for the murder of her ' 
husband, Frank W. Richardson, on Dec. 
24, 1900, were taken today in the Circuit 
Court of this city. 

The case comes here from Savannah on 
a change of venue. 

Mrs. Richardson entered the courtroom, 
accompanied by her three young sons, her 
father and Mrs. M. E. Blum of St. Joseph, 
a sister of the dead man. Mrs. ichard- 
son was dressed in black. Her ace was 
paife, but she appeared calm. The formal 
charge was not read te Mrs. Richardson, 
Judge Burnes merely reading the title of 
the case. One of the attorneys for the de- 
fendant pleaded not guilty for her. 

Then the attorneys announced that they 
agreed on a continuance until Jan. 30, when 
the selection of*a jury will begin. It is be- 


lieved by that time that Stewart Fife, who 
is under arrest at North Yakima, Wasnh., 
charged with complicity in the murder, 
will have been returned to Missouri. Fife 
was associated with Richardson in buii- 
ness. Frank W. Richardson was shot down 
on the night of Dec. 24, 1900, as he wae 
about to enter his wife’s bedroom, at their 
home in Savannah, Mo. 

The title of the case, including the formal 
charge, was read by Judge A. D. Burness 
and 8. P. Huston, one of the attorneys fpr 
Mrs. Richardson, entered the plea of npt 

uilty for her. Mrs. Richardson did npt 
eave her seat, but her face was tense and 
her mouth set in its characteristic way, 
with the corners drawn down, during the 
whole proceedings. ‘“‘The defendant in open 
court pleads not guilty’ said Judge Bur-| 
ness.and he made the entry on his docket. 

Ten minutes later Mrs. Richardson left 
the courtroom and returned to Mrs. Gib- 
son's Hotel. She drew down her veil on the 
street and walked beside her father, who 
is feeble. The lawyers for Mrs. Richard- 
son will remain in Plattsburg until the 
close of the trial, watching every move 
that is made by the prosecution. Mrs. Rich- 
ardson and her children will also remain 
here. The defendant was visited yesterday 
by a number of the best women of Platts- 
burg, who called at the hotel to express 
their sympathy for her. Although e has 
acquaintance in this county Mrs. Richard- 
son is related by marriage to one or twod 
of the best families. and being a member 
of the Christian Church, which is ver 
strong here, a bond of aympeshy has al- 
ready been established. Sheriff Wiser of 
this county sa@ys there will be little trouble 
in securing 40 jurors to qualify in the Rich- 
ardson case. Little is known of the myste- 
rious Savannah murder here ,and Sheriff 
Wiser will summon men from the country. 

Mrs. Richardson, accompanied by tWo of 
her lawyers and her three little sons, ar- 
rived here Saturday night. The two law- 
yers ¢_pcoompanying her at that time were 
A. . Brewster and ex-Judge R. HB. Cul= 
ver of St. Jorzeph. Judge 
brought up in Clinton County 
probably accounts for him bel 
case, as he knows every man in the 
ty. He is to do the principal rt of the 
work in selecting a jury, and in that his 
wide soqeam tance will be of great value 
In addition to that, Judge Cuiver is con- 
sidered a good criminal! lawyer, although 
he does not practice much now in the crimi- 
nal courts. He has been prosecuting at- 
torney of Buchanan County, and was on 
the bench several years as criminal ;udge. 

Prosecuting Attorney Lioyd W. Booher 
of Savannah came Sunday night and went 
to work on the case at once. The young 
oh tet crn. attorney of Andrew County 

as never said that he expects Mrs. Rich- 
ardson to be convicted of the crime with 
which she stands charged. He has said 
that he will do his duty as the representa- 
tive of the people in prosecuting the case. 
The 5 or inl of Andrews County returned 
the indictment against Mrs. ichardson 
without any influence from the prosecuting 
atiorney. Severa! of the grandjurymen ex- 
presed the belief that Mrs. Richardson, if 
placed on trial for her life, would confess 
all she knows about the killing of her hus- 
and They did not foresee that the woman 

as everything at stake—her honor and rep- 
utation and the name she is to leave her 
children. 


Will Make No 
Confession. 

If there was ever a position in which a 
woman would make the fight of her life, 
whether guilty or innocent, Mrs. Richard- 
son is now in that position. There was 
never a possibility that she would make 
any confession, whatever she may know of 
the murder. She has stated repeatedly 
that she has told all she knows. 

“As far as the evidence in this case is 
concerned,”’ said Lawyer Brewster. speak- 
ing of Mrs. Richardson's part of the ‘are 
terious murder case, “it was all told at the 
coroner's inquest. etectives have worked 
on it since then and several lawyers have 
been constantly engaged in trying to find 
out more about the evidence. 4. have 
never learned anything of importance re- 
lating to Mrs. Richardson that was not 
told n the inguest. The whole storv was 
to'd then, as far as she is concerned. 

“As to any evidence that may have been 
oo connecting others with the murder. 

have nothing to say. I am not concerned 
in that part of the affair. We will prove 
Mrs. Richardson innocent, and that is 
enough. Why, any man who could go into 
that house now and see this woman, de't- 
cate and refined, with her children gath- 
ered about her, and believe her ig of 
the murder of her husband would, in my 
opinion, be warped in his judgment.”’ 


Scene in the 
Richardson Home. 

One of the witnesses for Mrs. Richardson 
says he has been in the Richardson home 
since the murder. He saw the widow and 
her sons playing caroms, the game they 
used to play so much when the husband 
and father was with them. The children 
recall everything the father said when he 
played the game, all the peculiarities of 
his moves on the board, and his apparent 
dejection, assumed for their benefit, when 
he was beaten at the game. It is the 
main topic of their conversation in the 
evenings they spend now with their mother. 

“If that woman is a murderer,” said this 


witness, “I wonder how she can sit there 
with the children of this murdered man 
so calm and sad and with such an assump- 
tion of innocence.” 

A number of Savannah poowss have come 
here cut of curiosity, It belleved, there 
being no other way to‘ account for their 
presence at this time. It is some 
of the residents of that place that Savan- 
nah was very sorry to lose the Richardson 
trial They expected it to furnish them 
with entertainment several days, now 
that it has been‘taken away, they feel the 
disappointment keenly.

AMERICAN CHEW 


SPORTING 
COMMENT 


BY J EB. WRAY. 


The boxing game is the latest to be 
threatened with reorganization, boards of 
control and other afflictions incidental to 
progress in the sporting world. 

An association which has been in an in- 
cipient condition for some time is nearing 
the second stage of evorution and expects 
to leave its larval condition Jan 24. 

The American Pugilistic Protective Asso- 
ciation is the title contemplated for the or- 
ganization and a list of its intentions would 
be as long as its name. 

It aims, briefiy. at exclusive control of 
the boxing game in the United States and 
Canada. Presumably this modest assump- 
tion of authority includes domination over 
boxers and -officials, and no doubt has a 
license bomb concealed somewhere in its 
convolutions which may tear up the whole 
sport like the explosion in the National 
League baseball world. 

Control is all right and is very necessary. 
But the word is teo often mistaken as a 
synonym for despotism, which is by no 
means as palatable. 

The baseball world has been gagging over 
the same unpleasant dose for some time, 
the cycle people have had repeated revul- 
sions of feeling in the endeavor to try 
to stomach similar indigestibles and the 
recent peace in the turf war of the West 
closed an unpleasant history of a “control’’ 
fight. 

The distinction between the power to reg- 
ulate and the power to dominate is the 
line uvon which fights have occurred in ev- 
ery etjempt to better sports by the means 
of “‘boards.’’ 

It is enough to say that the leaders have 
inevitably become confused over the definl- 
tion and revolt followed. 

The National Association has a field of 
g00d work before it if it can avola a similar 
confusion ‘Tf it shall be content to merely 
revise the conditions under which the game 
is conducted it will probab!y serve out a 
useful career—always provided it is permit. 
ted to inaugurate one. 

History, however, will probably repeat 
itself, like the humans who make it. 
an unpleasant way of never rrofiting by its 
own experiences, or forgetting about them. 


OHANGE IN CLASGES. 

Plans of certain of the promoters of the 
organization contemplate a change in pu- 
gilisticc lasses. Two new divisions of 
fighters according to weight will be in- 
cluded in the newly devised scale. A 106- 
peund class and a i165-pound department 
will be the principal features, with a gen- 
eral advance in the maximum scale for all 
divisions. 

The introduction of the new heavyweight 
class seems to have been necessary, but 
the rest of the change could very well 
be dispensed with. Fighters could have 
been made to conform to former weight- 
limits as wéil as to the new ones. There 
is no ground for believing that the man 
who is champion will not make conditions 
to. suit himself as he has always done in 
the past. 


John T. Brush, for so long silent as an 
oyster on baseball topics, seems to have 
bottled up his knowledge until hé is sur- 
charged and the gas of it has gone to 
his head. 

In the brief period of a week he has 
contributed mor to the literature of the 
squabble than all of the other magnates 
combined, notwithstanding Spalding has a 
flow of ink that is not mean. Probably 
the desire to say something, too long re- 
pressed, ran wild in Mr. Brush when the 


‘restraint was removed. 


Hence the rtort courteous to Mr. Spald- 
ing, the impeachment of Hart and the 
Baseball Trust, the letters to the peole, 
and other contributions of the Indianapolis 
magnate. 

Mr. Brush is not the only magnate with 
a baseball letter-writing mania. There are 
others. It is perhaps due to the prevalence 
of the idea that the “gum shoe’’ policy of 
secrecy must go, that all the magnates are 
trying to clear themselves of the accusa- 
tion of allowing it. 

The evil is preferable te the cure Give 
us the “‘gum shoe’’ again.

NOTES ON NATURAL SCIENCE. 


A very interesting theory has been ad- 
vanced by a professor at Cambridge Uni- 
versity regarding the functions exercised 
by the horns on bighorn wild sheep. He 
suggests that they act as ear trumpets, or 
literal hearing horns, and thus serve to 
intemsify sounds and to indicate clearly 
to the animal the @irection whence the 
sounds originate. It is noted that in the 
domestic sheep, spiral horned, the ear is 
large and that it lies in the long axis 
of ‘the open horn spiral. But in the wild 
sheep the horns are of very large size and 
the ear really exists at the apex or top of 
a hollow cone formed by the spiral of the 
horn. 


A medical authority commenting on some 
of the reported discoveries of “cures” for 
cancer repudiates them. Cancer, he notes, 
“consists essentially in the tendency [for 
the cells of which the tissues are composed 
to assume an abnormal form of growth, so 
thet in virtue of their altered and malig- 
pant constitution they encroach upen and 
destroy the surrounding parts."’
